(via Watford Gap services, I 
believe) in his painful quest for 
physical improvement. 

As we learn in PETE BURNS’ 
COSMETIC SURGERY 
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NIGHTMARES (ITV1, 9pm), this 
guy loathed the way he looked 
from a very young age, leapt at 
the chance to do something 
about it once he had the money 
— and, sadly, ended up paying a 
heavy price. 

Pete talks us through exactly 
what he's been through — from a 
botched nose job, right through to 
the point where, after developing 
lumpy growths around his mouth, 
a doctor advised him to get his lips 
removed. 

But the programme isn’t all about 
him. With cosmetic surgery 
significantly cheaper and more 
accessible than it used to be just a 
few years back, there’s no shortage 
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of horrific case studies to 
highlight, including a woman 
whose breast reduction was so 
severe that she became convinced 
she’d been given a mastectomy.

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OLDER readers might remember the words of 
Mandy Rice-Davies, a call-girl called as wit- 
ness in the aftermath of the Profumo affair. 
Informed by a barrister that an aristocrat 
had denied having an affair with her, she 
said: “Well, he would, wouldn’t he?” 

Her simple answer announced the dawn of a 
new era - in which nobody assumed that peo- 
ple in high office would tell the truth or 
behave honourably any more. There were 
echoes of that barrister’s innocence, and the 
call-girl’s reply, in THE GREAT BRITISH UFO 
MYSTERY (Five), a documentary which, like 
many shows with the word “mystery” in the 
title, turned out not to be very mysterious. 

In 1993, hundreds of people reported seeing 
a strange craft flying at great speed over 
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Wales and western England. The credibility 
of many of the witnesses and the similarities 
between the reports led Nick Pope, a Ministry 
of Defence investigator, to dig deeper. Initial 
suspicions that it was the discarded fuel tank 
of a Russian space probe proved unlikely. 
Meanwhile, Ministry bosses, and their oppo- 
site numbers in the US Air Force, denied that 
it was any kind of top-secret test craft. 


Tremble 


Since his job was to assess the risks to UK 
air space, and the object, whatever it was, had 
posed no risk, Pope had to close the file. But 
years later, thanks to the Freedom of 
Information Act, he was able to access it 
again - and found a concluding letter from 


defence big-wigs, confirming that a UFO 
seemed to have flown over at that time. 

The documentary-makers clearly wanted us 
to tremble in our seats at this - and we might 
have done, if we'd forgotten that UFO doesn't 
mean “alien space-craft", just unidentified 
flying object. In other words, this hallowed 
document was simply saying that something 
flew over us on March 30, 1993, and the chaps 
at the MoD didn't know what it was. 

Much of this programme's argument rested 
on a charming, childlike belief that military 
spook type people tell the truth about what 
they're up to, and when they say they don't 
know something, they mean they don't know. 

Believe that and you might as well believe in 
little green men.

Unlike bankruptcy, where your 
details may appear in the local 
press, IVAs are not made public 
knowledge. And where bankruptcy 
might mean that you are unable to 
carry on working in your current 
job, with an IVA, your work can 
remain unaffected, with your 
employer knowing nothing about it.

contributions, which may come 
from equity raised from any proper- 
ty that you own. 

The total payments made will usual- 
ly be less than the total amount owed, 
but they will be accepted as full and 
final settlement by your creditors. 

While the IVA is in place, your credi- 
tors are not allowed to harass you and 
will normally agree not to contact you 
during the term of the agreement. 

However if you fail to make your 
repayments without having a legit- 
imate reason, the IVA may become 
void, and your creditors, no longer 
be bound by the arrangement, will 
be able to pursue you for the full 
amount of their debt, and this 
could result in bankruptcy.
